One of the most ramarkable and 
significant results of'the late war bas 
been the weakening of solidarity bet- 
ween the nations which conducted 
that war in coumon as Allies. Dur- 
ing? the progress of the war much was 
heard of the influence which it would 
have in riveting the bonds of friend- 
ship, between nations engaged in @ 
commos purpose, expressed by 
statesmen as the upholding and 
strengthening of the doctrine of public 
right [o international concerns.
